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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-39 have been canceled. Claims 40-51 have been added and are pending. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and using it, in such 
full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 40,42-48,50-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

The specification does not teach how to make and or use compounds where G1/G2/G3/ 
being 2 or 3 resulting in a 5- or 6-membered nitrogen ring with variable W. i>se^ (aj^fd^ - 

Claims 40,42-48,50-51 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for G1/G2/G3 is at most 4, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for G1/G2/G3 being 2 or 3. The specification does not enable any person skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

The art recognizes compounds where G1/G2/G3 are each CH2 resulting in a 7-membered 
ring which is known as galanthamine. The compounds are used to treat Alzheimer's/cognitive 
disorders. See Pokorna et al (Electrophoresis, 1999, 20, 1993-1997) figure 1; introduction. 
Compounds of similar structure would be expected to have similar properties. Therefore, 
compounds which have a phenyl, thienyl, fiiran or triazole bonded to the nitrogen in the 
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galanthamine ring would be similar enough in structure to expect said compounds to also be used 
to treat Alzheimer's/cognitive disorders. However, compounds with a 5- or 6-membered ring are 
sufficiently dissimilar not to be expected to have the same activity. The specification as now 
presented does not teach how to make or how to use compounds of such structures. A chemical 
compound is not patentable unless a method of using it is obvious or described in the 
specification. The 'how to make and use' requirements of 35 USC 1 12 require an enabling 



Claims 41 and 49 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. The claimed are directed to compounds similar in structure to 
galanthamine that is useful to treat Alzheimer's. 



Compounds where G1/G2/G3 are each CH2 resulting in a 7-membered ring which is 
known as galanthamine are allowable.
